That is to say 
while 38.32 grains of pure gold wentto the

Tlio state committee will not be alone in 


its desire to rally a groat majority for the 
Republican nominees this fall. In this 
they will have the assistance of the com- 
mittx'e recontly appointed by the Union 
League. C. Stuart Patterson is chairman 
of this committee, which is to meet this 
afternoon and map out a plan of cam- 
paign. One of its purposes is to supply 
every voter in the state with an abund- 
ance of sound money literature. The mem- 
bers believe that this should be a campaign 
of education, and, believing this, they pro- 
pose to do their full duty in the matter. 


There has been some talk of a meeting 


of tho Manufacturers' club for tho purpose 
of putting itsolf squarely upon record 
against the Chicago platform. President 
Converse stated yesterday that he had re- 
ceived no call for such a meeting, but 
that if it was desired by any considerable 
number of tho members he would call one. 
The club has no stated meetings during 
the summer months, but a special meet- 
Ing conld be readily arranged. Mr. Con- 
verse is a sound money man, and he ex- 
pressed the belief that a vast majority of 
the members wore also in favor of sound 
money. Some of the members are In fa- 
vor of a movement in the club for the pur- 
pose of raising campaign funds for Mc-

It wns stated by several influential 


members yesterday that for the first 
time in its history the Young Men's Dem- 
ocratic association would not be called to- 
gether for the purpose of indorsing the 
national ticket.

To affix 
an artificial value upon silver ore is a dis- 
honest and unjust discrimination against 
every other form of industry, and when it 
is done by calling it a legal tender it is 
done at the expense of every class in the 
community except the money lenders and 
the money changers. 


FACTS ABOUT MONEY. 


"With currencies of different value in 


circulation the money lenders always 
thrive at the expense of the people, and the 
debtor must suffer more than the wage 
turner. It was a favorite saying of Lord 
Palmorstfcn that a high rate of interest 
meant a bad security, and the owner of 
money must charge for the risk if there IB 
a chance that, when he lends a bar of gold 
he may be fcreed to take payment in a bar 
of silver, just as the owner of a horse will 
hesitate to lend it with a chance of being 
given in return a sheep or a pig. That la 
oil there is in bimetallism as a practical 
question, as between the lender and the 
borrower; and, so stated, it ought to be 
easy to understand why, until It is set- 
tled, hundreds of millions of capital are 
lying idle which would be at the service 
of the south and west if they were willing 
to give back what they get. 


"Such being tHe condition of affairs, and 


as the Republican party now gives a rea- 
sonable assurance of maintaining the gold 
standard, it seems to me that all sound 
Democrats should, in this campaign, give 
It their support, unless Democratic candl- 
tates should hereafter1 be nominated upon 
a satisfactory platform."

In 1800 I went to 
Champaign county, O., where farm wages 
were somewhat better, but in 1801 1 worked 
there on a farm for (8 a month. The war 
hud opened and the southern markets were 
cut 
off.

The tremendous supplies 


needed for the army caused an advance In 
the priceof farm products, and the drafts 
of mem from field and shop told to the ad- 
vantage of labor, and farm wages were $11 
to $18 per mouth, and advanced rapidly 
during 1863 and 1864 to ©5 to (80, while 
the harvest wages In the latter years were 
13 to t8 B day. In the meantime, how- 
ever, gold had gone out of circulation, but 
people as a rule seemed to pay- no atten- 
tion whatever to this.

question. If gold is tho world's measure 
of value, would it not have been better to 
quote it uniformly at par, i. e., 100, and 
greenbacks and other depreciated money 
at 90, 80, 70, or whatever its actual value 
was in gold? Giving tho market value of 
gold at 125, 160, etc., is surely misleading 
to the average citizen. 


"In 1881 corn sold in Illinois at 10 cents 


n bu sh«l, wheat at 60 cents. In 1863 or 1864 
corn was worth 40 to 50 cents. In 1808 I 
hauled corn about twenty miles to market 
in Kansas, and sold it for 18 cents, and in 
1872 we burned it for fuel. In the fifties we 
had the good (?) old state bank mon»y 
Every business man had to take a "Bank 
Note Reporter" and keep a magnifying 
glass; even banks would sometimes be de- 
ceived by counterfeits. 
Before leaving 


Pennsylvania I received part of my little 
earnings in bank notes, some of which 
happened to be on New Jersey, not over 
fifty miles away, yet I had to lose 5 per 
cent, discount on them. Our home store- 
keeper (God bless him) gave me gold in 
exchange for my paper money, else, per- 
haps, by the time I reached Ohio I might 
not have had 50 per cent, of the face value 
of my savings. 


"These things were all before 'the crime 


of 73,' In 1875 I paid Mexicans higher 
wages in Texas than Americans got in 
Pennsylvania in 1855 for similar class of 
work. From 1875 to 1891 common Mexi- 
can herdmen on stock ranches in West 
Texas were paid $10 to 117.60 per month 
and rations, «12 being the usual rate here 
Since the killing of the sheep industry by 
free trade wages have decreased one-third, 
and hundreds of men who once had steady 
work are now idle, living in the scantiest 
possible way. 
Give this section again a 


reasonable tariff on live stock and its pro- 
ducts, and in twelve months we should 
again be a prosperous people, and the 
money controversy would be dead."

could do it w^th 80,000 cheap Remington 
rifles, small <\,liber; 1,500,000 cartridges 
ten cannon and 100,000 rounds of artillery 
ammunition. I might do it with lass. I 
would invariably attack the Spaniards, 
and I would take an Important town. The 
supplies captured there would assist in 
the capture of the next one, and so on un- 
til I would be able to storm Have na with 
Its fully equipped army of 100,000 men and 
flfty pieces of artillery. From the land it 
could be thus easily taken. 


"Armed with all classes of flreai-ms.from 


shotguns to Mausers, we have now 80 000 
men in our organized forces, east, central 
and west.''

CAPETOWN, July 20.-The select com- 


mittee of the house of assembly of Cape 
Colony to inquire into the circumstances 
of the Jameson raid has made a report 
It finds that Cecil Bhodes was fully ac- 
quainted with the preparations for the 
raid, and that Alfred Beit, director in the 
South Africa company, Dr. Jameson, the 
administrator for the company In Rhod- 
esia, and Dr. Rutherford Harris, secretary 
tor the company at Capetown, were active 
promoters of the raid.

SELLING CIGARS. 


NOT EVERY FOOL CAN MAKE A SUC- 


CESS OF THE BUSINESS. 


A Dealer Who S»»» the First CIa» Sales- 


man If an Artist In His Way—Hurt Be 
• Judge of Hainan Mature and Have an 
Excellent Memory. 
"It looks to the uninitiated ilke the 


easiest tiling in tho world to sell cigars," 
said u local doclor recently,'' but It la, per- 
haps, tho most deceptive business la that 
regard In the category. 


"It Is not every person wild can bocomr 


& good counter jjmn,'1 he vront on. "Iii 
fact, those who uro successful In the busi- 
ness lire exceptionally rure, and a good 
ealogman commands a high salary. As In 
uny line of retail trade, tho salesman must 
have an abundance of patience and must 
be ablu to lay aside his own feelings and 
cator to tho whims of his customers. 
But 


in this business this faculty must ha ex- 
ceptionally well developed, for the crank- 


• lost class nf pimple aro smokers of high 
grade cigars, and they arc crunkiost about 
their <;igam A limn raining into thn stnro 
for his i',if, 
rarB (ucpuulH tho particular maku, 


si/o and color lie smokes to he olnced he- 
fore liini without tho formality of askin 
for it. Some customers would be nettltxl if 
tills were not done and might seek another 
place to buy their cigars if the clerk con- 
titmally asked what brand they smokod. 
When it is remembered that there are as 
many as 21 sizes of some brands and that 
each size comes in a half dozen colors and 
at a variety of prices, it will be seen that 
it is no small matter to wait upon a large 
trade. 
'' Tho olerk behind tho counter of a first 


class cigar stand in a hotel perhaps has the 
hardest time. He must bo an adopt at 
reading men and bo able to size up a man 
as to tho priced goods ho probably smokes, 
for few men state tho price they want to 
pay in asking for a cigar. If a higher 
priced cigar than tho man wants is set 
out, ho feels embarrassed or fools that tho 
clerk is trying to work him. If too low a 
grado is offered him, ho fools offended. It 
is, therefore, a difficult thing to please a 
transient trade. 


'' A man will walk up to tho counter 


and ask for a domestic cigar. 
" 'Seed or clear Havana!" asks the clerk. 
" 'I said I wanted a domestic cigar,' the 


customer repeats, and in his own Ignorance 
ho thinks tho clerk is ignorant in not 
knowing what ho wants 
The fact is that 


nearly all the cigars sold now aro domestic 
made. Before tho tariff on imported ci- 
gars practically cut off this line of trade an 
order for a domestic cigar was equivalent 
to an order for a seed Havana, but now 
when tho same cigar that formerly was 
made in Havana is made in this country 
from imported tobacco, tho word 'domestic1 
does not make a distinction. 
Some cus- 


tomers who sinoko the olear Havana made 
in this country call for a domestic cigar, 
expecting this, and others still remember 
the domestic cigar as the seed Havana in 
contrast with tho imported clear Havana. 
There are some smokers who claim they 
can toll the difference between a clear Ha- 
vana manufactured in New York and ono 
manufactured in Havana. There is a slight 
"difference, but not 1 smoker in 1,000 can 
discover it. The fact is that some people 
who have the money to buy the imported 
article are smoking tho label rather than 
the tobacco 
If they enjoy it, that is their 


business, and it is ours to humor them in 
the delusion. 


"Now, that gentleman to whom I hand- 


ed that box just now was never in tho 
house but once before, and that was a day 
or two ago. Ho came in and asked for a 
good cigar. I gave him that one, trusting 
to my judgment of tho man to suit his 
taste. He stood in the door talking for 
awhile and presently came back and said: 
" 'Give me another cignr.' 
"I did not know whether that word 'an- 


other1 meant that he was dissatisfied with 
the one I gave him or that it pleased him 
and ho wanted ono to put in iSJs pocket. I 
concluded that it suited him, however, and 
offered him the same box. Now he re- 
turns, and I remember just what ho wants 
and givo it to him. 


"With regular customers and occasional 


customers the faculty of remembering j ust 
what cigar the customer wants must be 
well cultivated. A well stocked store will 
contain 40 or 50 brands of cigars, and each 
brand has goods ranging in price from 5 
cents up to 60 cents—some fewer grades, 
some more. Each grade will have from two 
to seven sizes and shapes, and there ore 
six colors. To remember which one of tho 
thousands of combinations each individual 
customer wants is no small matter, and 
upon this depends a large portion of the 
trade. The matter of remembering the 
sizes of tho various brands by tho names 
which the different makers give them is a 
thing that requires long study. For in- 
stance, one brand has tho 5 cent size 
marked Coquetas, and by this name the 
clerk must remember it 
The three for a 


quarter goods of the same brand are known 
according to thoir size, as Violotas and 
Concha Fina Extras. 
Rothschild Extras 


and Peutallas mean to the clerk the 10 
cent straight size. Tho two for a quarter 
sizes are labeled Delmonicos, Porfeuto Se- 
lects, Perlas, Prince of Wales, Petit Bou- 
quets and Concha Bouquot Extras. In 
the three for a half sizes there aro Club 
Perfcctos, the Santiago Perfectos and sev- 
eral private names. In the 25 cent sizes 
there are the Invinciblcs and Perfectos. 
" It is something of a trick to remember 


all these terms and their meaning in a sin- 
gle brand, but the cigar clerk must re- 
member them for a score or more makes 
of goods and bo ready to hand out to any 
one upon call a given priced cigar of a par- 
ticular brand. It is not an cosy matter, 
and It is not every fool that can sell 
cigars."—Indianapolis Journal. 


COLOR LINE IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


It Is as Strongly Drawn There as In Any 


Part of America. 


It rarely It ever happens that a native, 


whatever his rank, is received on any so- 
cial occasion inside a white house. Indeed 
he would seldom be permitted, except as a 
domestic servant, to enter a private house 
at all. 
When Khama, the famous chief of 


the Ba-Mangwato, a Christian, and a man 
of admittedly high character, who has 
ruled his people with singular wisdom and 
ability, was in England last autumn and 
was there entertained at lunch by the Duke 
of Westminster and other persona of social 
eminence, the news excited general annoy- 
ance and disgust among the whites in 
South Africa. A story was told ine of a 
garden party given by the wife of a lead- 
ing white ecclesiastic, the appearance at 
which of a native clergyman led many of 
the white guests to withdraw in dudgeon. 


Once, when I was a guest at a mission 


station in Basutoland, I was asked by my 
host whether I had any objection to his 
bringing in to the family meal the native 
pastor, who had been preaching to the na- 
tive congregation. When I expressed some 
surprise that he should think it necessary 
to ask, he explained that race feeling wau 
so strong among the colonists that it would 
have been deemed Improper and, Indeed, 
insulting to make a white guest sit down 
at the same table with a black man unless 
special permission had first been given. 
Thus one may say that there la no social 
Intercourse whatever between the races. 
Their relations are purely those of busi- 
ness. Now and then the black man gets 
ahead of the white, but the latter's pride of 
race remains. I was told of a white who 
condescended to be hired to work by a 
Kaffir, but stipulated that the Kaffir should 
address him as " boss.'' 


Of intermarriage there Is, of course, no 


question. It is not forbidden by law In 
the two British colonies, as It is In most, 
if not all, of tho southern states of Amer- 
ca, but it is excessively rare, nor does it ap- 
pear that there are now other irregular un- 
ions outside marriage, as there constantly 
were in the old days while slavery existed. 
In this respect the case of South Africa re- 
markably resembles that of the southern 
states, where also there is now very little 
mixture of blood, though there was a great 
deal 60 years ago. Probably In both cases 
it is better that the races should not mingle 
their blood, for the white race would be 
likely to lose more than the black race 
would gain.—James Bryce, M. P., In Cen- 
tury. 


WILDCATS FROM TAME CATS. 


of Twenty V€*nrM Amunc 


the Felines of Goat Maud. 


It has token about 20 years to product! 


the wildcats of Goat island, the degener- 
ate process commencing soon after the 
lighthouse was established there in 1875. 
It seems that the first keepers brought a 
number of cats with them, but with unru- 
stralned liberty the animals gradually for- 
sook tho comforts of civilization. Rout Is- 
land is the homo of thousands of birds and 
squirrels, and to this is possibly due the 
temptation of the cats to forsalte tho keep- 
ers' fireside. At first the cats would absent 
themselves for days at a time, bnt tho 
kittens were born at homo. In time, how- 
over, they got over this and lived altogeth- 
er in the underbrush. After a few years 
the descendants of the first cats were go 
wild that they were afraid of human be- 
ings and made their dens in the crevices 
of the rocks. 


From that time the cats became wilder, 


until now they aro as ferocious as tho ter- 
rible creatures of the mountains. They 
have increased in size and changed alto- 
gether in disposition. Thby are always seen 
in pairs and appear to mate, as all species 
of tho cat tribe do in the wild state Tho 
cats live on squirrels, ojinil and sparrows, 
as well as such other Snail animals and 
birds as they can eatch, They aro supplied 
with water from a dozen springs in differ- 
ent parts of the island. 


In addition to-other changes the -wild- 


cats hove become hostile to such tamo cats 
as are brought to jho island from time to 
time. They will attack them on sight and 
never stop until they have killed their vie- 
tima 


The chief destruction wrought by the 


wildcats is on the quail that Inhabit the 
island. The "artful drummers" used to 
be there in abundance, but aro now pretty 
well thinned out. Tho cats are constantly 
on the alert, and not only kill every quail 
they can catch, but often destroy whole 
nests full of young. To prevent this the 
light keepers are always on the lookout for 
wildcats and shoot every one that comes 
anywhere near tho house. As a conse- 
quence tho cats keep some distance away, 
and the qxiail seem to know they aro safe 
in that locality, for there are more nests 
there than in any other part of Hie island. 


Many plans have boon tried within tho 


lost few years to rid the island of the hun- 
gry, carnivorous pests, but the more they 
aro persecuted with shotguns, trap and 
poison tho more rapidly they scorn to mul- 
tiply.—San Francisco Call.

The Size of tho San. 


The sun, provided wo measure only the 


disk seen with tho smokod glass, is 860,- 
000 miles in diameter—i. e., 108 earths 
could be comfortably ranged side by side 
across the disk. To cover tho surface would 
require many thousands. To fill the inte- 
rior we should ueod 1,BOO,000. Onasmaller 
scale we might represent tho sun by a ball 
two feet in diameter and tho earth by a 
good sized grain of shot. Let the sun be 
hollowed out, then place tho earth at its 
center, and lot tho moon revolve about it 
at its real distanced 240,000 miles. There 
would yet remain nearly 200,000 miles of 
space between the moon's orbit and the in- 
closing shell of the sun. Indeed, to jour- 
ney from one side of tho sun to tho other, 
through the center, would take ono of our 
swift express trains nearly 2K years. So 
vast a globe must be heavy. Since its 
density is only one-quarter that of the 
earth it only weighs as much as 332,000 
earths, or two octillions of tons. The at- 
traction of gravity on its surface would 
cause a man whose weight was 160 pounds 
to weigh two tons.—Alden W. Quiinby in 
Ladies' Home Journal.
